On Hay 12, 1969, at 9:45 am, John Monica, Mayor of 
Orange, New Jersey, telephonically contacted the Newark Division 
of The Federal Bureau of Investigation and advised that on 
Friday, Hay 9, 1969, two Negro males, identifying themselves as 
members of the Black Panther Party_ (BPP) visited B*nai Abraham 
Temple, Clinton Avenue and South TentE Street, Newark, New Jersey, 
threatened Rabbi Joachim Prinz with shotguns and demanded $5,000, 

A characterization of the BPP is attached hereto. 

Mayor Monica said that although the threat took place 
in Newark, he was personally concerned becanse Rabbi Prinz is a 
resident of Orange. He added that he had instructed the Orange 
Police Department to protde protection for the Rabbi. 

The Mayor also stated that on- Hhy 11, 1969, two threats 
L-''to bomb Temple B'nai Abraham were received by the temple's 
answering service. 

The Mayor then turned the telephone over to Lieutenant 
Eugene Uricoli of the Orange, New Jersey, Police Department, who 
stated that he assumed the threat on Rabbi Prinz *s life and the 
bomb threats were connected and that all information as developed 
to date was furnished to the Newark Police Department. 
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tniKNOVN SUBJECTS (2); etc. 


advised that one First Name Unknown Cobb had been developed as 
a possible suspect in the threat to Rabbi Prinz. 

(hi the same date, a highly placed sensitive source who 
has furbished reliable Information in the past, advised that 
David WllliamEf, from New Jersey, was in touch with a BPP represen- 
tative in New York City, on Uay 12, 1969. 

On Apj:i.l 14, 1969, a second source identified 
David^iTliams as a BPP lea der in Jersey City. _Ne,w 
Jersey,.^ 

Williams related information to the effect that the 
”plgs*' had Just arrested Ralph Cobb on "trumped up charges," 
of having kidnapped a Jewish custodian from a synagogue in Newark, 
New jersey, on Saturday night. May 10, 1969. 


(hi Hay 13, 1969, Lieutenant Lawrence Bearse, jersey 
City, New Jersey, Police Department (JCPD), advised that JCPD 
arrested Ralph Cobb on May 12, 1969, acting on a warrant, set out 
by the Newark Police Department. An additional charge of 
possession of marijuana was made by the JCPD after an envelope 
of the drug was found in Cobb*s car. 

i On May 14, 1969, Detective MichadA Hughes, Newark, 

i. Police Department, Intelligence Unit, furnished the following 

information: 

(^bb and another unknown Negro, male , are .suspected of ^ 
having kidnapped and threatened one Alfre^^^Whitake^.. a member of 
Rabbi Prinz*s staff on Friday, Hay 9, 19€»9V .Two men Jumped into°°°^ 
Whitaker’s car at atout^ 10:30 Friday morning. Threatening Whitaker 
I with a shotgun the two forced him to drive, around and told him to 

relate their demands for $5,000 to Rabbi Prinz. Whitaker appeared 
to go along with the men's demands and was suteequently. released, 
by the men who got out of his car about ten blocks 'from where they 
had first encountered Whitaker. Whitaker then informed Rabbi 
Prinz. Detective Hughes described Cobb as a member of the BPP,

\ The kidnapping was staged to Impress the Rabbi with Just what might 

happen should he continue to ignoxe their demands iot funds. 

Detective Hughes said that Cobb was picked from mug /

BLACK PMTEER PARTY, Also Kiio^n As 
Black pgiatfaeg I^rty for Self -“Defense 



According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during Beceiiiber, 1966, in Oakland, 
California, to organise black people so they can take control of 
the life, politics, and the destiny of the black eoKimviaity. It 
was organized by Bo?3by George Seale, BPP Chairman, and Euey P. 
Newton, BPP Minister of Defense. Newton is pi’osently serving a 
sentence of 2 to 15 years on a conviction of manslaughter in 
connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 

The official newspaper, *’The Black Panther,” which" 
further describes itself as "Black Community Hews Service," 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerril3.a 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black cormnimity are urged to arm 
themselves against the police who are consistently referred to 
in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 

"The Black Panther" issue of Septembex' 7, 1968, con- 
tains an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George I^son 
Murray, which ends with the following: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth 
keeping is a revolutionary culture. Change, Freedom everywhere. 
Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere," 

Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "...we will not dissent fi’om Amsrican G-overnmeat , 

Ue will overthrow it," 

Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain 
quotations from the writings of Chaii’man MAO Tse~tung of the 
People’s Republic of China and feature MAO’s statement that 
"political power grows out of the barrel of a gun," 

The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 
3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, .California, Branches have 
been established at various locations tliroughout the United 
States. . ,

On June 6, 1969, Norman Schiff, former corporation 
counsel; City of Newark, New Jersey, telephonically advised 
that Rabbi Prinz had been away for several days, and upon his 
return he found he had received a couple of .anonymous threats 
on his life.

Schiff stated he does not know the origin of these 
calls, but Rabbi Prinz -thinks the . calls may have been made by 
Black Panthers (Black Panther Party) who "are known to' travel 
interstate."

On June 7 » 1969, 'Detective Dyer, Orange, New Jersey, 
Police Departments advised. Rabbi Prinz receiVed .threatening ■ 
phone calls again on June 7, 1969, during the evening hours. 
The Rabbi's life was threatened, and he was' instructed to 
'leave $5^000 at the corner of Bergen Street and South Orange 
Avenue, Newark, before 2:00 a’.m. , June 8, 1969. The caller 
stated that if the police were notified. Rabbi Prinz would be- 
. dead within the hour.

DETAILS: 


Investigation in this matter nas predicated 
upon information received May 12, 1969, .from JOHN MOfNICA, 

Mayor of (Xrange, Nen Jersey, \)ho advised as folloiss: 

Tvro Negro males, identifying themselves as members 
of the BLACK PANTHER PARTY (BPP) visited B’nai Abraham 
Temple, Clinton Avenue and South Tenth Street, Newark, Nev 
Jersey, threatened Rabbi JOACHIM PRINZ \iith shotguns and demanded 
$5,000, on’^May 9, 1969. 

A characterization of the BPP is contained 

in the appendix hereto. 

Mayor MONICA said that although the threat took place 
in Neviark, he vias personally concerned because Rabbi HtINZ is a 
resident of Orange. He added that he had instructed the Orange 
Police Department to provide protection for the Rabbi . 

The Mayor also stated that on May 11, 1969, two 
threats to bomb Temple B'Nai Abraham were received by the 
temple's answering service. 

The Mayor then turned the telephone over to Lieutenant 
EUGENE" URICOLI of the Orange, New Jersey, Police Department, 
who stated that he assumed the threat on Rabbi PRINZ 's life 
and the bomb threats were connected, and that all informa- 
tion as developed to date was furnished to the Newark Police 
Department , 

On the same date, Newark Police Department officials 
advised that one First Name Unknown CO^, had been 
developed as a possible suspect in the threat to Rabbi PRINZ. 

On the same date, NK T-1 advised that DAVID WILLIAMS 
from New Jersey, was in touch with a BPP representative in 
New York City, on May 12, 1969. 

On April 14, 1969, NK T-2 identified DAVID 
williams as a BPP leader in Jersey City, 

New Jersey.

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williams related information to the effect that 
the "pigs" had just arrested RALPH COBB on "trumped up 
charges," of having kidnapped a. Jewish custodian from a 
synagogue in Newark, New Jersey, on Saturday night. 

May 10, 1969. 

On May 13, 1969, Lieutenant lAWRENCE BEARSE, Jersey 
City, New Jersey, Police /Department (JCPD), advised that JCPD 
arrested RALPH COBB on May 12, 1969, acting on a warrant set 
out by the Newark Police Department. An additional charge 
of possession of marijuana was made by the JCPD after an 
envebpe of the drug was found in COBB*s car. 

On May 14, 1969, Detective MICHAEL HDGHES, Newark, 
Police Department, Intelligence Unit, furnished the 
following information: 

COBB and another unknown Negro male, are suspected 
of having kidnapped and threatened one ALERED WRITERS, a 
member of Rabbi PRINZ's staff "on Friday, May 9, 1969. Two 
men jumped into WHlTEBSlu car at about 10:30 Friday morning. 
Threatening. WHITEBSwith a shotgun, the two forced him to drive 
around and told him to relate their demands for $5,000 to 
Rabbi PRINZ. WRITERS appeared to go along with the men's demands 
and was subsequently released by the men who got out of his 
car about ten blocks from where they had first encountered 
WRITERS. WRITERS then informed Rabbi PRINZ. Detective HUGrREs 
described COBB as a member of the BPP,who had unsuccessfully 
sought money from Rabbi PRINZ in the past. The kidnapping 
was staged to impress the Rabbi with just what might happen 
should he continue to ignore their demands for funds. 

Detective HUGrHES said that COBB was picked from mug 
shots shown to WRITERS and the Newark Police then set out an 
alarm for his arrest. 

On July 11, 1969, Investigator PHIL BERBERICH, 

Essex County Prosecutor's Office, advised that RALPH COBB 
was released on $5,000 bond on June 20, 1969,r'pending 
subsequent proseoutivp action. 

RALPH COBB has Federal Bureau of Investigation 
Number (FBI #) 883 738 G.

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On June 6, 1969, NORMAN SCHIFF, former corporation 
counsel. City of Ne^jark, New Jersey, telephonically advised 
that Rabbi PRINZ had been away for several days, and upon 
his return he found he had received a couple of anonymous 
threats on his life. The calls were received on a*.* 
recording machine. 

SCHIFF stated he does not know the origin of these 
calls, but Rabbi PRINZ thinks the calls may have been made 
by Black Panthers (BPP) who "are known to travel interstate." 

On June 7', 1969, Detective DYER, Orange, New Jersey, 
Police Department, advised Rabbi I^INZ received threatening 
phone calls again on June 7, 1969, during the evening hours. 

The Rabbits life was threatened, and he was instructed to 
leave $5,000 at the corner of Bergen Street and South Orange 
Avenue, Newark, before 2:00 AM, June 8, 1969. The caller 
stated that if the police were notified. Rabbi PRINZ would 
be dead within the hour. 

Detective DYER said the Rabbi's telephone answering 
service has instructions to advise the Newark, East Orange 
and Orange Police Departments of future receipts of such 
phone calls. 

On July 11, 1969, Detective WALTER DODSON, East 
Orange, New Jersey, Police Department, advised as follows: 

AURED WHITERS, the janitor who was kidnapped in 
the attempt to secure money from Rabbi PRINZ, is the building 
superintendent at 376 William Street, East Orange, New 
Jersey. WRITERS resides in Apartment 102 at this address. 
Immediately after the arrest of RALPH COBB, WHITERS began to 
receive threatening telephone calls at his residence. The 
caller told' him the apartment house would be blown up. No 
type of demand was made. A Negro female using the name of 
GLORIA ISB FREEZE took an apartment in the building and 
she started to harass WHITERS* wife. When a Negro male was 
noted to visit GLORIA, WHITERS recognized him as the second 
man involved in his kidnaping. WHITERS called the East Orange, 
New Jersey, Police, who in turn notified the Newark and 
Essex County Police Departments. As a result of WHITERS* 
identification, a warrant was issued for DONALD DAVID DE BREEZE 
on June 27, 1969, by the Newark Police Department, charging 
him with the kidnaping of WHITERS on May 9, 1969. DE FREEZE 
is still at large.
